Curcaco, III., June 15.—Headquarters for 
two of the candidates for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination—Oleveland and 
Boles—were opened in Chicago to-day. Tne 
Cleveland headquarters are in Parlor 133, 
Grand Pacific, and were at once the 
scene of marked activity. Gen, John T. 
Tracey of New York, with his coat 
off and sleeves rolled np, was hand- 
ling dispatches recetved from the New York 
‘‘anti-snappers.’* A bevy of pretty type- 
writer girls were pounding away at their 
machines and grinding out documents sup- 
posed to contain unanswerable arguments in 
favor of Oleveland. This literature will be 
supplied to the delegates as they arrive. 

The anti-snappers will not be here as 
soon as expected. Dispatches received by 
Gen. Tracey this morning inform him that 
ex- Secretary of the Treasury Charles 8. Fair - 
child would not reach Chicago until late 
Thursday night. Friday morning E. B. 
Whitney, E. Ellery Anderson, Robert Grier 
Monroe, ex-Mayor Wm. R. Grace and 
James P. Archibald will come in as the 
advance guard of the contesting delegation 
from New York, Mr. Archibald is a well- 
known labor leader and will, it is said, bring 
some strong indorsements of Cleveland from 
New York. The regular delegation will not 
. arrive until Saturday. 

Atthe Boles headquarters at the Palmer 
House a conspicuous figure was L. M. Martin, 
delegate-at-large from lowa. 

„We expect Gov. Boles will have seventy- 
five or 100 votes on the first baliot,’’ said Mr. 
Martin. Tuts is not guess work, because 
we have been in correspondence with some 
of the delegates and have had some very 
friendly letters from many ot them. There 
will be a great many ballots cast and Gov. 
Boles will gain votes rapidly after the test 
vote is taken. 

J. H. Shields, delegate-at-large and Chair- 
man ot the Iowa delegation, arrived this 
afternoon, and all of the Iowa delegates will 
be here Saturday night. United States 
Senator Vest of Missouri was here. He 
said: **Grover Cleveland will, in my opinion, 
be the Democratic nominee. My delegation 
will vote for him solidly first and last. 

Do you think Mr. Cleveland will be able 
to get a two-thirds on the first ballot?’’ 

„„ believe he will be nominated. He is the 
choice of a large majority of the Democratic 
voters and can be elected. 

The Senator declared he was in charge of 
the private business and would not be here 
during the convention. 

The first Democratic Convention badge to 
arrive in the city was worn by C. F. Peck of 
Hornelisville, N. 1. Mr. Peck is a Hill dele- 
gate, notwithstanding the fact that he was an 
omcee- holder under Cleveland’s administra- 
tion as Governor of New York. He was ap- 
pointed Commissioner of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the State of New York by Mr, 
Cleveland, while the latter was Governor. 

„have known Mr. Cleveland since 1882, 
said the Commissioner. ‘‘He appointed me 
to the office I now hold. and during his terms 
as Governor of New York and President he 
treated me with generosity. Icame here in 
1884 to convince the President that the labor 
vote of New York would be with Mr. Cleve- 
land. If I were to allow my personal prefer- 
ences to go before my judgment, I would 
favor Mr. Cleveland's nomination this time, 
but I will not do s0, and consequently lam 
for Mr. Hill. My reasons are that Ido not 
believe Cleveland can carry New York, while 
I know that Hill can 40 it. 

“Judging from the expressions of the Chica- 
go delegates to the National Democratic 
Convention there will be a coalition of the 
Palmer-Morrison forces in this State to pre- 
vent the nomination of Cleveland next week. 
The vote of Illinots will probably be given 
to Palmer on the first two Dallots, Then Mor- 
rison may come in for some support. Fuller 
and Flower, the two Fs, is a ticket that may 
be presented to the convention in case of a 
pronounced development of the belief that 
that the factional fight in New York makes 
Cleveland or Hill unavaflable. That decision 
was reached ina conference held by several 
prominent Democrats who stand high in the 
party. 

„Of course,*’ said one of the party in the 
conference, this combination will be pre- 
gented in the event of there being no other 
solution of the factional disturbances in New 
York,’’ 

Advance agents of the Cleveland boom say 
that 2,000 New York Democrats will be here 
within the next six days to ratify the action 
of the May convention. In addition to the 144 
delegates and alternates chosen at Syracuse 
and the large number of prominent mem- 
bers favorable to the nomination of Oleve- 
land, several clubs are coming by special 
trains. The Cleveland clubs or Buffalo. 
Balavia, Rochester, Albany and Syracuse, as 
well as the lurger organitat ions of Brooklyn 
and New York; will reach the city not later 
than Monday. 

The fight against the regular“ New York 
delegation is expected to come up after the 
Committee on Credentials has been ap- 
pointed. It is believed that there will be no 
preliminary struggle before the National 
Committee. The Cleveland contestants will 
offer the Syracuse credentials and ask to be 
recognized as the regular delegates, and the 
entire matter will be referred to the com- 
mittee. From all appearances the Cleveland 
people are prepared to make an earnest 
Nght. Col. Robert G. Monroe, ot 
the Cleveland organization, will be in Chi- 
cago this evening, and to-morrow he wil) be 
joined by ex-Mayor Grace and ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury Fairchild.

Quarters have also been se- 
cured at the Pacific for delegations from Min- 
nesota, Missouri, Mississippi, Nebraska, 
Wyoming, District of Columbia, Arkansas 
and Montana. 

The parlor floor of the Auditorium has been 
reserved for the most part as a meeting 
place for the New Jersey and Connecticut 
delegations. Among prominent individuals 
who have engaged rooms at the hotel are 
August Belmont, now in Europe; Mayor 
Grant, Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan of New York; 
John Boyd Thatcher, Senator Wm, A. Wal- 
lace of New York; A. C. Eustace of New York 
City, Frederick H. Cook of Rochester, ex- 
Secretary of State, and Henry Watterson of 
Kentucky. 

Ex-Mayor Grace of New York City, and ex- 
Gov. Campbell of Ohio, will be guests at the 
Wellington. There will be no state head- 
quarters at this hotel. 

The Leland will be headquarters for Tam 
many, and 500 membersof that organization 
will arrive there next Sunday. The delega- 
—— from the State of Wisconsin will also be 
there. 

The Sherman House will be headquarters 
for the State of Illinois. The delegates from 
Pennsyivania will be settled here, headed by 
the Pattison Club of Philadeiphia. Kings 
County, New York, and a rtion of South 
Dakota, the State of Nebraska and the Som- 
erset Club of Omaha complete the list. 

The Thurman Club of Columbus, O., 100 
strong, takes up its quarters at Gore’s Hotel 
onthe 2ist. F. I. Reynolds and 400 rock- 
ribbed Cleveland men from Buffalo occupy 
the entire seventh and eighth floors on the 
19th, anda St. Louis contingent and H. Clay 
Sexton arrives the same day. All the other 
hotels will have their quota of prominent 
people of the Democratic faith. 

The local Committee of Arrangements for 
the Democratic National Convention were 
greatly amused when they received a tele- 
ram from Minneapolis offering the use of 
the convention hall in which the Republicans 
met for the Democratic Convention. 

**Evidently Minneapolis thinks Chicago un- 
able to cope with little casualties,’’ said F. 
H. Winston, Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee. ‘*‘Klectric lights bave been placed 
in the big wigwam and work will be rushed 
day and night, and everything will be ready 
forthe convention by Saturday. The only 
damage to the Wigwam was the tearing away 
ofthe canvas roof. That will be repiaced 
by a substantial board covering, and the 
decorations wiil also be replaced by new flags 
and bunting.’’

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The majority of 
people in Washington expect the nomination 
of ex-President Cleveland. Oneof Mr. Cleve- 
land’s most enthusiastic adherents is Senator 
Palmer, who does not hesitate to give utter- 
ance to his views. 1 believe, said he, 
„that Mr. Cleveland will be nominated at 
Chicago. There is no question of this in my 
opinion. He is undoubtedly the choice of the 
majority of the delegates and I have no doubt 


that he will be chosen to again lead the party. 
1 do not think that the action of the recent 
Demoeratic State conventions in not 
rece yg for Mr. Cleveland is in- 
dicati of any loss of strength or 
of any lack of desire on the 
part ot the conventions to see him nomi- 
nated.

FELL T0 DEATH 


The False Work of a New Bridge 
Thirty Workmen Thrown Into the 
Water and Drowned. © 


A NUMBER OF OTHERS RECEIVE FATAL 
INJURIES, 


Dreadful Calamity on the Banks of the 
Ohio—A Steam Launch Capsized—Five 


Lives Lost by the Upsetting of a Ferry- | 


boat in Louistana~Drowned While 
Bathing—Casualties of a Day. 


NEwPortT, Ky., June 15.—The false work of 
the new bridge over the Licking River, be- 
tween Covington and Newport, Ky., fell this 
morning. Thirty workmen were drowned. 
The false work is gone from pier to pier. 
Sixteen bodies have already been taken out. 
Assistant Superintendent Wm. Wilson is bad- 
ly hurt, probably fatally. His back is broken 
and he is otherwise injured. WM. A. Lack 
of 118 West Third street, Covington, is 
hurt about the head. Thomas O'Neill 
of 11 East Lemon street, leg brok- 
en, internally injured and is dying. 
The false work was erected by Baird Bros. 
of Pittsburg at their own expense. They 
were putting in the iron beams for the floor 
when the weight caused the false work to 
give way, carrying with it the workmen, 
about thirty in number. The civil engineer 
who was in charge of the work is James A. 
Stewart of Cincinnati, but was not there 
when the accident happened. The bridge was 
being bullt by the Kenton & Campbell County 
Bridge Co. A complete list of the ‘victims 
cannot be obtained just now. 

The first estimate of the number of lives 
lost was thirty, but late reports make the 
total number thirty-eight, among them being 
Andrew and Albert Baird, the contractors. 
The construction of the bridge was begun 
early last fall and was . used for 
foot-passenger and street railway traffic. 
Two plers have been completed and the 
work of fixingthe heavy pieces of iron in 
place had begun. A track from the Newport 
side had been run out on the frst pler to the 
heavy iron. The false work ran up Ofty feet 
from the water. But two men are known to 
have escaped with their Ifives. Nota stick of 
the false work from pier to pier re- 
mained, andthe river was ned with tim- 
bers and fran work with scores of men 
struggling for life. News ot the terrible ac- 
ciaent spread rapidly, and soon a crowd of 
hundreds had gathered, and the work of 
rescuing the bodies was at once begun. By 
12 o’clock twenty-two bodtes hau deen taken 
out and the work was being pushed with 
vigor. 

Cmeinnati patrol wagons responded to a 
hurried call, and the dead and wounded were 
carried away as sast as taken out. The acci- 
dent is supposed to be due to the heavy 
weight of the iron floor supports, the false 
work not deing strong enough.

He became a con- 
vert to Catholicism about the time he 
reached his majority, and began at once to 
study for the priesthood. He had almost 
completed his theological studies before 
coming to this country, for in the year 1859 he 
was raised to the dignity of a priest by the 
Rt. Rev. Josue M. Lounge of Erie. For six 
years he labored in the mission of that dio- 
cese. On leaving it, Protestants as well as 
Catholics regretted his departure, and all 
who knew him entertained for him great re- 
spect and esteem. 

From there he was sent to take charge of 
the Wexford, Allegheny County, congrega- 
tion, where he remained three years, during 
which time, with characteristic ene „ he 
had the church at Perrysville built and dedi- 
cated. On being relieved of this charge he

SPONSIBLE FOR THE RUPTURE 


Jobn W. Foster Prompted to Humiliate 


the Secretary Before Foreign Officials 
~The Resignation Swiftly Followed 
the Affront—-New Says Platt’s Dice 
Were Not Loaded—Minnesota Demo- 
crate Are Confident—General Politics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16.—Many causes 
have been alleged for the action of Mr. Blame 
in terminating his relations with the Presi- 
dent so abruptly. The final cause, however, 
was not disclosed until to-day. The Casa - 
dian officials who came to Washington to 
talk over the questions pending between the 
State Department and the Dominion had 
had one conference. preceding the resigna- 
tion, and met on Saturday, June 4, to on- 
tinue the discussion. Mr. Biaine attended 
the Cabinet meeting on June 3, but re- 
mained only half an hour, excusing him 
self because of his desire to ‘proceed 
with the business of the Canadians. At the 
Saturday conference he was making a state- 
ment of bis views of the points in dispute, 
and what in his judgment was the question 
at issue, and the remedy for the differences 
between the two countries. There was also 
present John W. Foster, who has been - 
tending to much State Department work dur- 
ing Mr. Blaine’s absence and illness, and in 
the midst of the remarks of Mr. Blaine he.is 
said to have interrupted him with the sug- 
gestion that the views just expressed would 
‘haraly have the President's approval. 

Mr. Blaine proceeded with his remarks and 
reiterated what had already been stated, 
adding with emphasis that the State Depart- 
ment Was able to take care of all the business 
belonging to it without advice or interference 
from any one occupying a subordinate posi- 
tion init. Thereupon, Mr. Foster said he 
knew Mr. Blaine was not senting the views 
of the President and proceéded to state them 
by his direction and in his name. 

“Genftlemen,’’ said the Secretary, ‘‘thig 
conference is adjourned,’’ and he quickiy 
left the roam, penning his resignation while 
his indignation was at its height. Mr. Fos- 
ter assured the Canadians that Mr. Biajne’s 
action would not make the slightest differ- 
ence in the object of their visit, and that 


they could return to Ottawa at once and 


resume the by correspondence, 
They aceordingly left on the 4 o’ clock train. 

There were other causes Of irritation, which 
Mr. Blaine thought were intended to make 
his stay in the department disagreeable, but 
after the humiliation he was subjected to in 
the presence of the Canadian officials he said 
he could not remain in the office another mo- 
ment, andfor that reason theexact time, 
12:45 p. m., was written on the letter, that it 
might hereafterappear betweenthe record 
ofthe adjournment of the conference and 
his resignation there was but a very brief 
space of time. 

This statement now explains the cocluding 
sentence of Mr. Blaine’s resignation: ‘‘The 
condition of public business in the Depart- 
ment of State justifies me in requesting that 
my resignation may be accepted immedi- 
ataly.

GREAT PROJECT FOR THE PROPOSED 
NEW LINDELL AVENUE PARE. 


The Board of Public Improvements Will 
Redommend an Ordinance Condemning 
the Strip of Land for Park Furposes— 
Prospective Gift From the French 
People. r 


A magnificent statue of Saint Louis, King 
ef France, after whom the city of St. 
Louis was named, may soon * decorate 
the triangle at Vandeventer, McPherson and 
Lindell avenues and it is sald the Govern- 
ment of France will present this city with the 
heroic igure of the Saintand Ring. This is 
the latest development in the scheme to have 
that strip between Lindell avenue, McPher- 

n avenue and Vandeventer avenue con- 

emhed by the city and reserved as @ public 
park. 

When the Board of Public Improvements 
met yesterday it considered the proposition 
to condemn the Lindell and McPher- 
son avenue wedge and the “petition 
of one hundred propetry owners on Lindell 
and McPherson avenues, from King’s high- 
way to Channing avenue, was read. No 
one was present to speak against 
the scheme, and had President Bur- 
net been present the board would have 
recommended an ordinance for the candem- 
natian of the propertx 

The triangle of land in question is a strip 
with a front of 115 feet on Vandeventer ave- 
nue, between Lindell and McPherson and 
extending east 440 feet, where it comes to a 
point three feet wide at the junction of the 
two avenues. It is not a desirable 
piece of property for a residence, 
but for a business block or 
hotel it offers many advantages. 
It is the only piece of property on the grand 
boulevard which has no restrictions which 
the purchaser must follow. Al other 
property on the boulevard when 
bought is taken under a written 
agreement that only residences shall 
be built upon it, and that they shall be built 
at a certain distance from the buliding line. 
No hotels or business houses of any kind 
shall be constructed on boulevard 
property. These restrictions are made 
to preserve the beauty and symmetry 
of the grand drive and it is through the en- 
forcement of these restrictions that the 
Lindell boulevards the handsomest street in 
the city. 

Some months ago a sign was placed on 
the triangle, offering it for sale, 
and the agents made the statement 
in large letters that it was the only piece of 
ground on the avenue unrestricted.

Planters organized a hunt Jast week at In- 


gleside, a deserted South Carolina planta- 


tion which had once been the pride of a 
Southern family, but the war had extermi- 
Dated its male members. At any rate the 
place has been turned over to the negroes 
and is in the last stages of dilapidation. 

About 10 o’clock in the morningthe party

A HORRIBLE INDUSTRY. 


The Manufacture of Cripples a Common 
Practics in Spain. 


From the London Standard. 
The Paris Gingerbread fair, as it is called, 
which is held every spring in the Faubourg 
St. Antoine and Place de la Nation, is notori- 
ous tor the number of natural and artificial 
phenomena exhibited there to the public. 
This year their number has been greatly 
increased by the arrival of about 
twenty culs-de-jatte, who are wrétched- 
ly lodged in huts on a piece 
of waste ground in the Cour de Vincennes. 
These cripples, whose minute, shriveled- 
up legs are curled up on the boards on which 
they sit, form a colony witich calls to mind 
the Cour des Miracles of former times. 
Every morning they all issue forth, propelling 
themselves with their hands, to take up their 
places at the fair, there to await the pence 
which may be thrown to them dy 
the com passionate passer-by. Their 
aspect is 50 pitiful that it is 
said many of them makea rich harvest, 
which, however, of course goes to the beggar 
farmer. It appears that twenty or thirty 
ears ago the culs-de-jJatte were almost un- 
— in France, and that these 2 
looking cripples are the product of what may 
be calied an industry. Almostall these nu- | 
merous deformed little creatures come from 
Spain, and more especially from Tolosa, or 
the neighborhood situated at about | 
fifteeh| miles to the south of St. Sebastian. 
They are the outcome of the abominabie 
practices of beggar ‘‘farmers,’’ who seek 
their victims among the children of the peas- 
ants. When there is a weakly boy in the 
familly they persuade the parents that he can 
never be anything but a burden to them un- 
less they consent ta have him transformed 
into a cul-de-jatte, and promise to pay them 
atrifieaday so long as the cul-de-fatte is 
left with them. The operation to which the 
uniortunate creature is subjected is as ef- 
fectualasitissimple. Ide legs of the child 
are so tightly compressed that the circula- 
tion of the blood in tbem is — 2 Little 
by little the legs wither away, and the cul-de- 
jatee is manufactured. In 1887 Waldeck Rous- 
seau, the Minister of the Interior, 
rohibited the introduction of 
panish culs-de-jatte into 
it is estimated that 
or 400 of the poor creatures cross the 
every year. They are now seen in almost 
every town in France, and have got as far 
north as Belgium. To bea cul-de-jatte must 
be a profitable trade for the beggar farmers 
ho manutacture them and bring them from 
Spain, as these traders pay ‘the parents of 
the poor cripples a pittance of only 80 Cen- 
times to 1 franca day for their hire. '

Some Damaging Testimony Brought Out 
Against Henry Massey. 

Deputy Coroner Meade began his official 
investigation this morning into the Case of 
little Victor Massey’s death.

The boy was nearly 14 months 
ola. Her husband, the prisoner, was stp- 
posed to be the father of the baby and that 
was why they took it to raise. It 
was always a very delicate child and 
one of its arms was broken when she the 
baby from Mrs. Fuller. Dr. O’Gallagher, 
who treated the child said its 
bones were very soft and that it 
must be handled very carefully in conse- 
quence and fed on such things as rice and 
potatoes. Last sunday morning it had pota- 
toes for breakfast and appeared to 
in as health as usual. About 11 o’clock 
her usband left home with the Daby, 
intending to visit Lizzie Jackson's fam- 
lly with it, and also the baby’s mother 
who lived about six blocks from the Jackson 
home. She never saw the child again alive 
and could not say what happened to it 
after her husband left home that 
morning. She did not know that 
the boy’s legs were ever broken. He was not 
able to walk, but she supposed that was on 
account of his deiicate constitutionand the 
peculiarity in regard to his bones. 

Miss Mary Baxter, a colored giri, said that 
she wasthe child’s mother and that Henry 
Massey was its father. She worked at 
5848 Barton avenue, being employed there 
as a servant girl. She could not take care of 
her baby, and that was why her husband and 
His Wife took charge of it. The

A PULPIT LESSON. 

The Rev. HARRY A. Stimson of the Pil- 
grim. Congregational Church exemplified 
the appropriate part that the pulpit should 
play in public affairs when he preached 
upon the duties of citizenship last 
Sunday. 

The peg upon which he hung the most 
important part of his discourse was the 
report of the Grand-jury showing the cor- 
ruption and inefficiency existing in the 
administration of criminal justice in this 
city. Asheaptly putit, this administra- 
tion is shown to be ‘‘in the hands of 
plunderers, to whom all criminals aro 
divided into two classes—friends to be pro- 
tected and sheep to be fleeced—mien of a 
class possible to public life only when the 
community is indifferent. 

The conditions revealed by that report 
deeply concern the moral as well as the 
material welfare of the community. The 
moral effect of dishonesty and viciousness 
in office is tremendous. The moral forces 
ot a community labor against heavy odds 
when dishonesty triumphs, the laws are 
dishonored and vice and crime are en- 
couraged by corrupt publicservants. When 
the community consents to the continua- 
tion of such public servants it indorses 
corruption and submits itself freely to the 
ravages of unehecked criminal influences. 

The core of the trouble is struck in the 
indifference of the community and when 
Mr. STIMSON urged upon his hearegs the 
responsibility of citizens for existing con- 
ditions working for disorder, lawlessness, 
vice and crime, he pointed out both the 
cause and the remedy of the evil. The 
community and its administration are 
what citizens permit them to be,

FORCE-BILLISM FORESHADOWED. 


President HARRISON needs but one thing 
to make his re- election by himself as easy 
as his renomination by himself. That 
one thing is a Federal elections law. 

Under present conditions the power of 
the President to perpetuate himself in 
Office by means of the control of the spoils 
machine is limited to a large extent to the 
renomination of himself through the serv- 
ice of an army ot office-holders as manipu- 
lators of State and county conventions 
and as delegates and workers at the Na- 
tional Convention, such as HARRISON 
had the benefit of at Minneapolis. 

This is bad enough, It represents the 
throttling ofa great party by its spoils- 
men, but how much worse would it be if 
the force bill of the Reed regime had be- 
comealaw!

His testimony was a straight 
denial of all knowledge of or participation in 
the crime, but it did not seem to have much 
effect on the jury in the face of the direct 
evidence which had been submitted by the 
prosecution. 
THE M’MICHAELS MURDER 

When a mere youth in Kentucky, Wills 
Howard, by accident became 8 in the 
bloody feud between the ward, Turner 
and Batley families, Which grew up after the 
war. In endeavoring to wash his hands of 
the wretched warfare, after he had killed 
several men and d been wound more 
than once himself, he came to Misso years 
ago with his uncle, will — ho was 
tired of fighting, too, they set- 
tled near Spring In wa pri of that 
year, John Rector, a farmer of Maries 
County, lost some money and got the 
idea that a deaf mute named Themas Me- 
Michaels had stolen it. Maries County isa 
long distance from Springfield, but Jennings 
heard of the affair, and riding to Rector’s 
— volunteered to get the money for the 

rmer, representing to him that he wasa 
detective, tor consented and Jennings 
arrested the deaf mute and found the stolen 
money, halfof which, by the agreement, he 
returned to Rector. 

Although it was clear that the thief had 
been found, the Grand-jury didn’t like that 
way of executing the law, and indicted Jen- 
nin for robbery, on the testimony of the 
deaf mute. He gave bail and went back to 
Springfield. 

The deaf mute lived near the town of Vien- 
na. Onthe night of Aug. 29, a man who was 
not sane called at his house, and telling him 
he was an officer of the law, put him under 
arrest and started with him to Dixon. The 
next day McMichaels was found lying by the 
road with a bullet through his head and an- 
other through his heart. Suspicion turned 
to Jennings and Wils Howa his friend. 
The deaf mute had been the only witness 

against Jennings. It was found that both 
had gone back to Kentucky. It was also dis- 
covered that Wilson had left the Springfield 
farm two days before the murder.

was found in the road. It was clear 
— Jennings could not have shot the deaf 
mute, but Wilson might have done it for him. 
AC ting on this theory the prosecuting officers 
sent to Kentucky after him and brought him 
back to Maries Count * The Baileys and 
Turners were delighted, They had Jennings 
arrested on a eharte of killing one of the men 
he had dis dot in the feud, and sent him 
to the penitentiary for life. Then they vowed 
that they would see Wilson disposed of for- 
ever in a similar war, — sent representa- 
tives to Missouri to ende rosecution. 

It was at this pol 2 th ils Howard's 
relative, Lawyér Ed Howard of Kentucky, 
came to Missouri and took up the defense, 

First he took the case from Maries County 
to Laciedé on a change of venue, believing 
that the Kentucky enemies of Wilson had too 
much influence there.

The Railroad Embankments Guarding 
East St. Louis Tracks. 


IMPORTANT ACTION TAKEN BY TRAFFIC 
REPRESENTATIVES TO-DAY. 


Estimates to Be Prepared for Heightening 
the Embankment Extending From the 
Levee te the C. & A. Tracks—Interested 
Railroads to Pay the Cost Protection 
From Future Floods. 


An important meeting of representatives of 
rallroad lines interested in the condition of 
the East St. Louis levees and tracks was held 
this morning inthe officeof Manager C. H. 
Sharman of the Wiggins Ferry Co., Third 
and Chestnut streets. The principal object 
of the meeting was to devise preliminary 
plans for the inevitably necessary work 
of raising and improving the 
on the East Side to prevent a repetition in 
the future of the traue embarrassments 
caused by the recent floods, andas a matter 
in which all the rallroads and the citizens of 
East. St. Louis were vitally interested, the 
meeting of to-day was well attended. The 
railroads represented by their freight agents 
or trafic managers were the Toledo, St. 
Louis & Kansas City, the Jacksonville South- 
eastern, the C. Q., the Ohio 
& Mississippi, the Vandalia, the 
Cairo Short Line, the Big Four, the 
Louisville, Evansville & st. Louls, 
the Wabash, the Hast St. Louis, the Terminal 
Association and the Wiggins Ferry Coa, 
Mayor Stephens of East St. Louis also at- 
tended the meeting and took a prominent 
and interested partin the discussion in the 
interests of his city. The meeting was pre- 
sided ever by Manager C. H. Sharman of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., with Assistant Supt. 
Edward R. Darlow of the Vandalia Line as 
secretary. The discussion of the work to be 
done was quite comprehensive, embracing 
also the important question of 
the pro rata proportion ofthe expense of 
such work to be born by the various railroads 
interested, as well as the most practicable 
method of raising and improving the levees 
and tracks so that East St. Louis might be 
made reasonably secure from traffic inter- 
ruption by Mississippi floods in the future. 

WHAT WAS DECIDED ON. 

The result of the conference was the adop- 
tion of the following course of procedure as the 
mitial step to be taken in the premises. The 
meeting drew up a general request through 
the secretary, asking the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
toprepare and submit to all the companies 
interested on the east side Of the river, an 
éstimate of the cost of raising the 
embankment leading from the head ofthe 
Island to Venice, and of making a 
continuous grade Une from the 
levee on the river front at East St. Louis, 
connecting with the Chicago & Alton embank- 
ment at Venice, the height to be two feet 
above high water of 1892; this estimate to be 
sent to ali Mnes interested to ascértain 
whether they will participate in the expense 
of doing the work, and a committee of en- 
gineers of such lines to then meet and assess 
against benefits the different parties. 

In addition also to the above contemplated 
work the depressed levee directly in front of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy tracks in 
East St. Louis will de raised to the same 
level. The improvements as contemplated 
will practically interpose a protecting levee 

against the direct flood of the Mississippi 
from the west, a slanting or 2. 1 wall 
to the northw est, and protection f 
water to the sc uth. 

TRE BEST SOLUTION POSSIBLE. 

It was the general opinion of the railroad 
representatives present 4 to- * we s meeting 
that the adoption ‘plan 
would offer the — * mest. prac- 
tical solution of the important problem 
raised by the damaging work of the late 
flood, and it is probable that the equita dle 
adjustment ofthe expense of such work will 

attended by but few difficulties. The 
preparation ot estimates of cost by compe- 
tent engineers, who will gocarefully over the 
xround designated will be n at once and 
following tnt, will ve taken ap thé task of 
prorating the cost among the various 
railroads.

The Strikers Hold a Meeting This Morning 


at St. Louis Hall and Will Continue to 
Meet Daily as Long as the Strike Lasts 
— Wat the Bosses Say Regarding the 
Situation.

employes a reduction of one houra day, while 
the house builders are onty compelled 
to work eight hours and receive pay for 
ten hours. The proprietors of the planing- 
mills having refused tocomply with the de- 
mand mace upon them by the employes, a 
general strike was ordered, the bench men, 
machine hands, cabinet makers and all 
other employes connected with the mills 
going out on a strike. In North St. Louls, 
where the union had very little organization, 
the non-union men joined the strikers and 
left their work. 
THEY ARE SANGUINE. 

We bave everything on our side to win 
the fight,’’ said John Green, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, at the meeting this 
morning. This is the very busiest season of 
the year and the planing mills. that 
have large contracts to fll can 
not afford to lose a single 
day. Several hundred houses are being 
erected just at this season of the year and 
there is not amillintown that has over a 
week’s supply of finished work on hand. 
Our demand for nine hours to constitute a 
day’s work is nothing but just. Other 
laboring Men are granted the pro- 
lege. and we propose to have our rights it 
wehavetostay out all sQmmer. Another 


thing, we are not playing a snap game on 
our employers, as they claim. Of course we 
never gave them three months’ notice, but 


we gave them as much notice as they tend- 


ered us when in 1886 they informed gs that we 
would have to work ten hoursaday or quit. 

One hour was all the notice we had, and we 
served notice on our employers nearly four 
days ago.“ 


At the meeting held this morning a com- 


mittee was appointed to receive any reports 
that may come before the body from the em- 


ployers, and if any of the mills decide to ac- 


cede to the demands of the strikers, a repor 


will De made to the committee and the men 


ordered back to work. 


The proprietors of the planing mills do 
not appear to view the strike ina very seri- 
ous manner, but do not deny that their bus!- 
ness will beinjured toan alarming extent by 
the strike now being waged at 
this busy season of the year. 
Said of the Pheenix Planing Mill 
toa Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning: 
‘*Yes, itis true, our men have walked out on 
us, yet some of them have remained at their 
post, and we willbe able toturn out some 
little work until we are able to replace the 
men that have left us in the lurch. 
It 18 simply outrageous for our 
employes to ask us to pay them for some- 
thing that they do not do, and we do not 
propose to doit. To make any money in the 
bussiness we are compelled to work ten hours 
aday,andaswe pay reasonable wages, we 
see no reason why we should — 4 with 
the request made upon us y our 
employes. If they choose to return to 
work they will be allowed the privilege, but 
ifthey remain out longerthan we think they 
ought we willemploy an extra set of men and 
resume work, causing very little delay in the 
delivery of our work. 

TO MEET EVERY DAY. 

The union men are determined to win the 
fightand will. hold a meeting every day 
in St. Louls Hall to encourage the 
men to hold out and to in- 
duce the non-union men to join the organiza- 
tion and keepaway fromthe planing mills. 
The strikers are orderly and peaceable and 
no trouble is anticipated uniess workmen 
from other cities are brought hereto fill the 
vacancies caused by the strike, 

- ONE BOSS GIVES IN. 

Fox Bros., whose factory is at Victor street 
and Ohio avenue, acceded to the de- 
mands of the strikers to-day, and granted 
them the reduction in hours which 
they demanded and the 10 per cent increase 
in wages. Thirty-five men were employed in 


the mill and they returned to work as soon as 


the trouble was ended.

A CURIOUS BRACE. 


Some Interesting Facts About the Hairy 
Men of Japan. 


At the last meeting of the London Anthrop- 
ological Institute Miss Isabella Bird (Mrs. 
Bishop), the well-known traveler, read an im- 
teresting paper onthe Ainosof Japan, that 
Singular race of ‘‘hairy men, who are 
chiefly found in the island of Yesso. Miss Bird 
spentsome time in a village of Ainos near 
Volcano Bay, studying their manners 
customs, and she iliustrated her lectures with 
specimens of their’ dresses, utensils and 
weapens, as well as with lantern tliustra- 
tions, some drawn by herself, and others 
taken from Japanese artists, who, however, 
have caricatured the types of the people toa 
certain extent. 

Miss Bird cannot decide whether or not the 
Ainos were the original inhabitants of Japan. 
They themselves say that they conquered 
and exterminated an earlier race of cave 
dwellers. There is no doubt, however, that 
they were conquered by the Japanese. The 
men range from feet 4 Inches to 6 feet 6 
inches in height, and are strongly built and 
muscular, andin some instances, es lally 
among the mountain Ainos, are thick y cov- 
ered allover, except the feet, hands, and 
one or two other rts of the body, with 
short Diack hair. Kven children show a thick 
brown fuss. The women are not hairy like 
the men, and have soft brown skins, where 
it is not scaled by dirt, for, according to 
Miss Bird, these people never wash, except 
for feasts and festivals, and then only the 
hands or feet. 

The men hate fine high foreheads, but Miss 
Bird wonders what they contain, for she has 
never meta stupider people, The average 
weight of their bra is forty-five d 
ounces, They are hunters 1 vnc bear and

Frank Adams Shot to Death by Ben- 
jamin Wing. 


PLEADED SELF-DEFENSE. 


Freaks of a Demented Man Bring on the

‘gates, that is it will require 599 votes to nom- 
mate. It is possible that Alaska and Indian 
Territory will be represented in the Conven- 
tion with two votes each, in which case the 
total will be increased to 902, and the figures 
necessary to a choice will then be 601%. 

Up to date Cleveland has a big majority of 
the delegates, either directly instructed to 
vote for him, or Indirectly pledged to do so, 
and he will lead all other candidates on the 
frst ballot. 

Conventions have been held in most of the 
States, andthetable given below presents 
the situation as computed from the tele- 
graphic reports.

SPAIN’S OOLUMBIAD. 


Quadro-Centennial Observance of Amer- 
ica’s Discovery. 


THE NEW WORLD'S GOVERNMENTS TO 
„ ASSIST JN THE CELEBRATION. 


* 


Extensive Preparations Made to Properly 
Observe the sion—No Compromise 
Between Irish Factions—-A National 
League Appeal— Death of an African 
Explorer—General Foreign News, 


MADRID, June 15.—The huge building about 
to be finished in the Paseo de Recoletos, in- 
tended for the new national library, is not to 
be used as a library until after the Columbus 
celebrations. It willfirst de utilized for the 
art, literature and science exhibitions to be 
held shortly to commemorate the discovery 
of the New World. An entire floor ot this 
large building will be reserved exclusively for 
American exhibits. A special commission has 
been appointed by the United States to pro- 
ceed to Madrid, 

Besides the most interesting contributions 
and co-operation of the South American Re- 
publics, Mexico will send the treasures of her 
museums of antiquities,of art and of science. 
She has voted $100,000 to cover expenses. 
Every nation of Europe, including Turkey, 
promises co-operation. The Pope promises 
to send everything in the Vatican relating€o 
the discovery of the New World,including the 
celebrated bull of Alexander VI., the Spanish 
Pope who drew the lines of division of the 
possessions beyond the seas of Spain and 
Portugal. Austria and France will send their 
most interesting relics of art and seience. 

All the public collections of Madrid will be 
installed in the new building where these ex- 
hibitions are to be held. In addition to the 
interesting exhibits of the retrospective arts 
and sciences of Europe and America, there 
will be a splendid exhibition of ane art in the 
latter palace near the hippodrome, wherein 
will be installed a complete collection of the 
modern school of Spanish paintings. The 
agricultural and industrial exhibitigns in the 
Park of the Retiro will be increased dy the 
addition of aspecial exhibition of the local 
Madrid small industries. This branchof the 
exhibition is to be under the patronage of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Madrid. The mu- 
nicipality has voted 1,000,000 pesetas for the 
expenses of the festivities to take place dur- 
ing the months of the celebrations.. Most of 
the cities of Spain will celebrate the event by 
local festivities; but the graadest display, 
next to that of Madrid; is to beat Huelva. 
The convent of La Rapida is being put back 
into the primitive condition in which 
it was when Columbus, in his humble pilgrim 
garb, came to its door and begged the monks 
to give hima glass of water for his sick and 
wayworn son. The restoration is so com- 
plete that the Moorish Marababout remains 
of the edifice of Modem construction are laid 
open to view. The sixty metre column is 
progressing well. The new quay is finished, 
as is also the road leading from it.to the con- 
vent and the road from the conyent to the 
palace is also well advanced. Things are 
now in such a state of progress that visitors 
will have littlé incon veniencé in the pugrim- 
age to these historical spots. The grand 
Hotel Columbus, belonging to an English 
company, has been put into condition to re- 
celve many hundreds of guests, and the Cen- 
tenary Committee at Madrid will make the 
necessary arrangements should the hotel not 
afford sufficient accommodations. 

The Sociedad Columbini of Huelva, the 
President of which is Mr. Sundheim,has been 
very active in getting up an interesting pro- 
gramme for the coming fetes. There will be 
a musical competition for bands, boat races 
and pyrotechnic displays. The Bishop of 
Seville has been invited to deliver the ora- 
tio n on Aug. 3, when the Queen Regent is to 
visit La Rapida. By that time the caravel 
Santa Maria is to be ready and lying at 
anchor in the Port of Palos. Foreign war- 
ships are also to be there to fire salutes to the 
Spanish fag. Itis a very curious coincidence 
that the present Mayorof Huelva ts of the 


man who was Ma yor of the place when Co- 
lumbus salied forth to discover the New 
World. The two smallcaravels Pinta and 
Nina, to be bullt at the expense of the Amer- 
icah Government, will be ready before Octo- 
ber. The authorities of the Canary Islands, 

reminding the Cenetenary Committee that 

Columbus touched at their islands on his 
way to discover the New World, request that 
the three caravels should also touch at those 
islands on their way out to America next 
year. The committee has promised that this 
shall be done. 

A petition has been drawn up and signed 

by 80,000 inmates of Spanish prisons begging 

the Queen Regent, the Senate, the Chamber 
of Deputies, the Pope and the United States 
Ambassador to have compassion on their lot 
and have an act of clemency extended to 
them in memory of Columbus and of the dis- 
covery of the New World. it is very proba- 
bie that some attention will be given to this 
petition. Besides the exhibits of antique 
literature, science and arts, the displays of 
ancient charts and maps will be Very inter- 
esting. Maps of later date, with the addi- 
tion of America and the Indies and mote 
modern specimens of chartography, will also 
be shown. 

Among the most interesting of these maps, 
so far as Americais concerned, is that of 
Juan de la Cosa, pilot or sailing master for 
Columbus, who went out with the latter 
on his voyage of discovery and accompanied 
him home, andagain went out with him on 
his second voyage in 1493. Fac similes of this 
map are now being made by special permis- 
sion of the Spanish Government for a distri- 
bution in the coming shows at Madrid,

THE VENEZUELA REBELLION—ASIATIC CHOLERA 
~—BRIEF CABLEGRAMS. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, June 15.—When the 
report of Palacio’s flight became known the 
citizens began to cry out Down with the 
adherents of the usurper.’’ Loet us free the 
prison of our friends. Death to the ras- 
cally police. 

In the hands of many of the citizens fire- 
arms appeared and shots were fred, Almost 
immediately the streets were filled with 
marching rioters. The Government police 
and soldiers made a feeble attempt to drive 
them back. There was some sharp firing for 
the space of twenty minutes to halfan hour, 
during which time many persons were shot, 
The number of dead and wounded is not 
stated. To addto the discomfiture of the 
Nationalists word has just been received 
from the battlefield that another terrific en- 
gagement has been fought between Crespo’s 
followers and the Government troops, a few 
leagues west of Caracas. As in other recent 
important fights the soldiers of Palacio were 
defeated with great slaughter. stragglers 
from the routedarmy are coming into Cara- 
cas and spreading the spirit of panic every- 
where. 

WILL NOT EXHIBIT.

Itis doubtful if any foreign Govern- 
ment would have accepted the invitation of 
the United States to take part in the Chicago 
Exhibition if it had known that a measure of 
the character of the McKinley tariff bill 
would have been made a law by the United 
States. 


ASIATIC CHOLERA. 

VIEXNA, June 15.—A dispatch from Teheran, 
Persia, states that the cholera which has 
been ravaging Meshed for some time past is 
decreasing in severity. A meteor fell at 
Meshed on Saturday, and this is taken by 
the superstitious natives as portending the 
end of theepidemic. Though the disease is 
abating in Meshed it is spreading in the 
Nishapur district, 

A plague has broken outin Mesopotamia, 
the country between the Euphrates and the 
Tigris rivers. The dispatch does not men- 
tion the nature of the disease, but it is 
thought to be cholera which, trav ng east- 
ward from Persia, has ente Asiatic 
Turkey. 


SUFFERING NEWFOUNDLANDERS. 

St. Jonns, Newfoundland, June l4.—The 
ste mer Panther, which has arrived from 
Battle Harbor and various points on the 
north coast of Newfoundland, reports that 
much starvation and misery have been ex- 
perienced among the people on the Northern 
coast, and that at the Island of Domino the 
people have suffered terribly, having had 
scarcely any food. Battle Harbor and Cart- 
wright, where relief could have been ob- 
tained, were not accessible to the people, 
owing to the heavy ice.

Trouble for the School Board. 


HER EXPERIENCE WITH THE COURSE OF 
STUDY COMMITTEE INCENSES HER. 


A Lady Book Agent Who Proposes to Gort 
Right Into the Middle of the Book Fight 
Her Claim to the Agenoy for the Car- 
roll Grammar Disputed—Meeting Last 
Night! 


The dignity of the School Board in regular 
session assembled narrowly escaped a severe 
shock last evening, when Mrs. Sallie B. 
Clements entered the room with the re- 
solve to upbraid the board and their officials, 
and especia lly the Course of Stady Committee 
for the many wrongs they have done her. 
Mrs. Clements claims that she is the owner 
ot halt the copyright of the Carroll gram- 
mar, which wasone of the many submitted 
to the Course of Study ttee for adop- 
tion, The cares with which Carroil's grammar 
bas burdened her extend back over a period 
of two years and eight months, but the cause 
of her anger last evening was the action of 
the Course of Study Committee Monday even- 
ing. Mrs. Clements says that at 11:15 p. m. 
Monday evening she sent in word to the com- 
mittee to know whether grammars would be 
finally passed upon at that session. Ohair- 
man Brockman answered that the further 
consideration of grammars had been laid 
over for action by the board. Mrs. Clements 
went home trustful in the word of 
the chairman of the committee. 
Yesterday morning she read in the 
papers that the committee remained in ses- 
sion until 12:30 a. m. and that their last act 
was the recommendation of Hyde’s Lan- 
guage Lessons. 

MADE HER ANGRY, 

Mrs. Clements was very angry and went at 
once to Mr. Brockman’s store and had a 
heated interview with him. 

Mr. Brockman,’’ she said, didn't you 
tell my grocery man that my grammar was 
as good as adopted?“ 

Mr. Brockman made a partially afirmatory 
answer, but stated that he had been over- 
ridden by the votes of the other membDers of 
the committee. He would do what he could 
to have Mrs. Clements’ grammar adopted. 

She was mollined for the time, but turned 
upatthe School Board meeting last evening 
full of indignation. She cornered Mr. Jonn 
J. O'Connell, a member of the Course of 
Study Committee, before the meeting was 
called to order and demanded of hin whether 
he had been at the session of the committee 
Monday night until 12:80 o'clock. Mr. O’OCon- 
nell assured her that he was. Mrs. 
Clements told him that she did not 
Delieve him, and Mr. O'Connell not 
caring to contradict her said politely: ‘‘Well, 
you may ask my wife if it was not 1:30 when 
I got home. 

Mrs. Clements saw several other members 
and roundly Cenounced some members and 
officers of the board. The especial objects of 
her anger are Supt. E. H. Long and Secretary 
James Y. Player. Two years ago, shortly 
after Mrs. Clements had secured her 
alleged half interest in Carroll’s grammar, 
she went to Mr. Long one day and showed 
him the book. 

It is Just what we have been looking for,“ 
is Mrs. Clements’ recollection of Mr. Long’s 
reply. Mr. Long stepped into Mr. Player's 
office with the book and the gentiemanly 
Secretary, according to Mrs. Clements, ex- 
claimed: ‘‘So Carroll’s grammar has arrived 
at last“ Then both officials exclaimed in 
concert. Les, you may have the contract for 
grammars. 

Of course, they had no authority to make 
any such promise, but Mrs. Clements asserts 
thatthey did and, furthermore, she states 
that Director Holmes, who was the chairman 
of the Course of Study Committee at that 
time, assured her that he would be governed 
by the recommendation of Supt. Long. She 
is now under the impression that the board 
is obltgated by these promises and she at- 
tended the board meeting last night for the 
especial purpose of makingafight to defeat 
the adoption of the Course of Study Com- 
mittee’s report, recommending Hyde's 
Language Lessons. 

She occupied a seat within the rail of the 
assembly-room, where she smiled upon such 
members of the board as she reckoned 
among her friends. But when Mr. Brockman 
asked that the consideration of the report of 
the Course of Study Committee be made a 
special order for June 27, Mrs. Clements 
retired to the lodby and decided 
not to make her sensational speech.

TARIFF DECISIONS. 


Judge Blodgett Renders Several in Favor 
of Importers. 


CuicaGo, III, Jane 15.—Judge Blodgett yes- 
terday decided several tariff cases of interest 
to importers. Alfred Featherstone, Charles 
D. Stone and the Stover Bicycle Co. of Free- 
port were all defeated in their attempts to 
secure a lower duty on rims for bicycle 
wheels. The importers claimed the rims 
should have been taxed at but 2% cents per 
pound under the schedule relating to tired 
wheels for railway purposes. Judge Biod- 
gett denicd that they could be used for rail- 
way purposes. The Court also sustained the 
collector in assessing a duty of 6 per cent on 


hemstitched handkerchiefs imported by II- 
son Bros. The importers claimed the goods 
should be entered as manufactures of flax at 
per cent. In an appeal taken oy Schiesin- 
gor & Mayor the Court sustained the Colleetor 
in assess.ne cotton doylies, tidjes and piliow 
shamsas laces dutiableat 60 per cent, in- 
stead of 48 per cent, as claimed by the im- 
porters. Crocheted tidies, the Court decided, 
were not laces, and they were admitted at 
the lower rate of duty.

It 
carries eight cartridges in the magazine, but 
is capable of being used either as a magazine 
gun or as a single loader. It is fitted with an 
automatic cut off and has an under lever sim- 
liar to that of the Winchester. After the 
meeting of the board on July ithe tests of 
the guns will be resumed at Springfield, 
Mass., after which the board will make its 
report.

WHAT CHICOT COUNTY NEEDS. 


How the Government May Assist Arkan- 
sas Flood Sufferers. 


The following letter from a well 
Known merchant of Carriola Ark., fully 
represents the sentiments of the people 
of Arkansas concerning the improvements 
of the Mississippi Riverandthe strengthen- 
ingof the levees. The letter was sent to 
Messrs. Basye & and Robinson of this city in 
reply to inquiries concerning the condition 
ofthe people in the overflowed districts of 
Chicot County, Ark. The letter its as fol- 
lows: 

Messrs. Basye § Robinapn, St. Louis, Mo. 


DEAR Ssins—The situation of this part of Chicot 
County, as published through you in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, while true so far as the bottom interest is 
concerned, has no equal bearing upon merchants and 
farmers alike, and in justice to the mercantile com- 
munity, whose patropaxe your city largely enjoys, 
please say that the country contingent to Carrtola 
and Grand Lake, known as the Macoh Hills and 
from where the largest rt of trade is derived, is 
not affected by the overflow, and admitting that the 
bottom interest is a partial or total loss, the hill 
interest is a safe chance for a full hajf a loaf, which is 
better than none. It is indeed a hardship upon farm- 
ers with limited means and limited credit to see their 
subsistence go to destruction without an apparent re- 
course, but many farmers are able to bridge over 
one crisis, while many others are worthy of assist- 
ance, thus averting ruin and starvation which might 
De natural consequences of successive disasters. The 

roblem is nat an easy one, but it stands to reason 

t enn be solved. Shall the toilers of the earth be 
pitied alone“ to turn beggars, or shall they be 
stimulated enough to get another start? Friends 
truly are most needed in adversity. The PostT-DI8- 
PATCH cortainly deserves the good wishes of this 
community for their efforts to relleve sufferers, and 
potwithstanding that great strife for presiden- 
tial aspiration is how attracting so much attention, 
this is an opportune time for the PostT-DISPATCH to 
render an everlasting service to the overflowod 
pianters in Arkansas by usingal!l possible influence 
with our representative men in Congress 
and nate to push the river an 
harbor bill to an early maturity 
and especially urge the River Commission by an 
appeal that would toueh their hearts, to give the 
overtiowed planters relief, in the way of letting to 
them smail contracts according to their ability for 
rebuilding and repairing the levees in Arkansas, in 
preference of the regular contractors and in large 
portions, thus giving a liviug chance to them and 
numerous idie laborers and teams depending upon 
them. Such deeds would surely be more acceptable 
than charity and no reason why it could not be done. 
it can not be controverted that levee work begun in 
mony yor September or October is not alone better 
and safer, but $100 then will do as much and more 
than $500 will doin January, February and Maren. 
While these are only suggestive ideas the aid of 
printer’s ink can accomplish much. There re- 
mains no longer aur doubt that main- 
taining levees is a security to the entire 
valley, but not such as Arkansas has now, y 
serve more asa deadfail. Why is it Arkansas had 
to succumb? Because they never had a levee of any 
dimension to Compare with its opposite mate. The 
writer is by far not wishing to bea critic nor in any 
way presumptious in engineering capacity, bat the 
plain faets demonstrate themselves that it is a 
sheer impossibility to grade the system on one side 
giant-like and the other dwarf-like. No selence is 
necessary to foretell results. While Louisiana 1s 
working like Trojansto hoid on to the end of the 
string, poor Arkansas seems to be used as an experi- 
ment toward the outlet system. 8 and the 
Fifth Lqpisilana District have just right to be proud 
thus far Of the crowning victory of their efforts and 
the breaking of the Arkansas levees should not shake 
the confidence in the merits of ¢t 
levee system. Arkansas has dry long 
stretches of levee where th water 
ran over them broadcastand yet they hold, there- 
fore, urge all friends of the levee system and all 
friends of the great Mississippi Valley in its full 
length and breadth to co-operatein the good work 
to make liberal appropriations for this national pur- 
se. Bulld levees to a standard-grade with sum 
cient height above high watermark. Eollow the 
example Mississippi is now inangurating.

we may have levees almost impregnable, and one 
might live behind them with some degree of security 
and let the engineers and other sup tors be 
crowned with laurels and the valley inhabitants 
with prosperity.

DR. CHARLES A. BRIGGS. 


His First Public Utterance in His Own 
Behalf. 

Syracuse, N. T., June 15.—The Rev. Dr. 
Charles A. Briggs of Union Theological Sem- 
inary delivered an address at the banquet of 
the Presbyterian Social Union of Central New 
York, at which 350 were present. Dr. Briggs 


said that during his recent stay on the 


Pacific coast he refused all invitations to 


speak or preach or even 2 in public, and 
he had thought he would keep silent until 
fall, * adding: 1 hope that I shall sa 
nothing now to give offense, and if Ido 
trust you will forgive me, and I know that 
there are man orthodox Presbyterians 
in this vicini who willi set tee right.“ 
e His theme was Presbyterſan 
nity.’’ 


‘*Perbaps lam not the one to address P 
on that subject,’’ he remarked, just after 
two general assemblies have expressed their 
willingness to cut off my ecclesiastical head. 
However, I think that will make no differ- 
ence. Lama Presbyterian, and Icannot be 
anything else, and il believe in unity in the 
church. But be it distinctly understood that 
there can be no unity without diversity. A 

reat many „ confound unity with unk 

ormity and in attempting to force a uni- 

formity really create a diversity. Unity de- 
mands variety, and in uniformity there can 
be none and therefore no unity. 

Continuing, he traced the history of the 
Presbyterian Church and finally said: ‘‘There 
is greater diversity in the Presbyterian 
Chureh of Americathan any other country.

It is 
the theology as taught in the different semi - 
naries, and many of the doctrines of th 
Westminster confession are wholly ignored, 
That is why a change is demanded for con- 
sistency. here must either a revision or a 
new creed, 

Of church unity he said: If we consolidate 
the different kinds of churches I have esti- 
mated that we could spare 50, 0 ministers 
and save annually $50,000,00u.’’
